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DAVIDSON  COLLEGE. 


Davidson  College  is  situated  on  the  line  of  the  Atlantic,  Tennessee, 
and  Ohio  Railroad,  twenty  miles  from  Charlotte  and  by  design  about 
equi-distant  from  the  four  towns  of  Charlotte,  Statesville,  Salisbury, 
and  Concord.  The  main  building  is  spacious  and  elegant,  having 
been  erected  just  before  the  war  at  an  expense  of  about  §90,000.  This 
with  the  other  buildings  in  the  enclosure  affords  ample  accommoda- 
tions for  a  large  number  of  students.  Besides  a  considerable  tract  of- 
land  around  the  College,  the  enclosure  around  the  buildings  contains 
about  twenty-two  acres  planted  in  trees.  The  site  of  the  CoUege  and 
village  is  remarkable  for  its  health  and  is  entirely  free  from  any  local 
sickness  at  all  times  of  the  year. 

The  village  of  Davidson  College  affords  a  small  but  pleasant  society, 
composed  mainly  of  the  families  of  the  officers  of  the  CoUege  and 
others  in  some  way  connected  with  it.  The  country  around  is  thickly 
settled  with  a  population  remarkable  for  its  morality.  The  means  of 
living  are  cheap  and  abundant,  and  the  ,  remoteness  from  towns  tends 
to  remove  all  temptation  to  vice  and  extravagance. 

Though  instituted  by  Presbyterians  and  under  then-  care,  the  advan- 
tages of  the  institution  are  freely  and  equally  extended  to  all  students 
of  good  moral  character,  the  design  of  the  founders  being  "to  extend 
the  blessings  of  liberal  education  to  all  classes  of  the  community  pre- 
pared to  enjoy  them." 
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TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 


1.  No  one  will  be  admitted  as  a  student  of  the  College  without  pro- 
ducing testimonials  of  a  good  moral  character,  and  also  a  certificate 
of  honorable  dismission  from  the  last  school  or  college  which  he  has 
attended. 

2.  Candidates  are  received  at  any. time,  but  the  regular  time  of  ad- 
mission is  on  the  day  preceding  the  opening  of  each  of  the  three 
terms  of  the  college  year. 

3.  Candidates  for  the  Freshman  Class  are  examined  in  the  following 
books  and  subjects :  English  Grammar,  Ancient  and  Modern 
Geography,  Arithmetic,  Algebra  to  equations- of  the  second  degree, 
Latin  Grammar,  five  books  of  Caesar,  six  books  of  the  iEneid  of 
Virgil,  Cicero's  Select  Orations,  Greek  Grammar,  Greek  Reader,  and 
two  books  of  the  Anabasis  of  Xenophon. 

4.  Advanced  Standing. — AU  candidates  for  advanced  standing, 
whether  from  other  colleges  or  not,  in  addition  to  the  preparatory 
studies,  are  examined  in  those  previously  pursued  by  the  classes  which 
they  propose  to  enter.  No  one  can  be  admitted  to  the  Senior  Class 
after  the  commencement  of  the  second  term.  Resident  graduates 
may  at  any  time  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  the  College 
without  any  charge  for  tuition. 

5.  Age. — No  one  can  be  ordinarily  admitted  to  the  Freshman  Class 
tiU  he  has  completed  his  fourteenth  year,  nor  to  an  advanced  standing 
without  a  proportional  increase  of  age. 

6.  All  college  dues  for  the  term  shall  be  paid  in  advance. 

7.  On  entrance  each  student  shall  be  required  to  give  a  pledge  of 
honor  faithfully  to  observe  and  obey  all  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the 
College  while  he  continues  a  member  of  it. 

8.  Students  not  wishing  to  take  a  regular  course,  but  to  acquire  a 
knowledge  of  particular  branches,  may  be  permitted  to  do  so  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Faculty  ;  but  such  shall  be  subject  to  the  laws  and 
regulations  of  the  College,  as  in  the  case  of  regular  students. 
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COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION.

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LECTURES. 

Lectures  are  delivered  from  time  to  time  upon  the  various  studies 
of  the  course.  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  Botany,  Book-keeping,  and 
some  other  subjects  not  mentioned  above  as  parts  of  the  regular  course, 
are  taught  whenever  the  time  of  the  classes  will  admit.  Instruction 
in  Hebrew  is  given  by  the  President  to  such  members  of  the  higher 
classes  as  desire  it. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


All  the  classes  are  publicly  examined  at  the  close  of  each  term  on 
the  studies  of  that  term,  and  at  the  close  of  the  coUege  year  on  aU  the 
studies  of  the  year,  if  the  Faculty  should  deem  it  desirable. 


LITERARY   SOCIETIES. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  in  connection  with  the  College, 
the  Philanthropic  and  the  Eumenean.  These  Societies,  founded  in 
1837,  are  in  a  very  flourishing  condition,  and  are  considered  as  valua- 
ble auxiliaries  to  the  course  of  instruction.  Then*  halls  are  large,  com- 
fortable, and  elegantly  furnished.  The  two  libraries  together  number 
about  five  thousand  well  selected  volumes. 

The  Societies  are  annually  represented  on  the  evening  preceding 
Commencement  day  by  three  orators  chosen  from  each.  They  also 
elect  alternately  a  literary  gentleman  to  address  them  conjointly  on 
the  day  preceding  Commencement.  Most  of  the  students  become 
members  of  one  or  the  other  of  these  Societies,  and  then*  refining  and 
elevating  influences  are  felt  by  all. 

The  Society  of  Alumni  holds  its  annual  festival  during  Commence- 
ment week. 

The  Williams  Association  of  Inquiry. — This  society  was  organized 
among  the  students  in  the  year  1855,  by  the  Bev.  Edwin  Williams,  a 
missionary  to  Africa.  The  design  of  the  Association  is  to  inquire  into 
the  spread  of  the  gospel,  and  especially  to  seek  information  in  regard 
to  missionary  operations  in  heathen  lands.  In  carrying  out  this  de- 
sign, monthly  meetings  are  held,  at  which  an  essay  is  read.  Beports 
are  likewise  made  on  foreign  missions,  the  state  of  religion  in  North 
America,  .operations  of  Bible  and  Tract  Societies,  and  the  state  of  re- 
ligion in  Europe.  The  reading  room  of  the  Association,  supplied 
with  the  leading  religious  papers  and  periodicals  of  this  country  and 
several  of  the  missionary  periodicals  of  Great  Britain,  is  opened  every 
Sabbath  to  all  the  students. 
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RELIGIOUS  INSTRUCTION. 

The  college  church  was  established  chiefly  for  the  benefit  of  the 
students,  in  which  all  the  usual  religious  exercises  are  conducted 
under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  President.  In  addition  to  the 
usual  exercises  of  public  worship,  all  students  are  required  to  attend 
daily  morning  and  evening  prayers  in  the  chapel,  and  on  Monday 
morning  each  of  the  classes  recites  on  some  part  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures. 


EXPENSES. 

The  college  year  is  divided  into  three  terms,  and  the  exp  enses  of 
each  term  are  as  follows  : 

Board  at  Steward's  Hall  for  three  months  at  $14,00 

per  month,  $42  00

Koom-rent 5  00

Students  can  board  themselves  in  "Clubs"  at  an  expense  of  about 
$8,00  per  month. 

Candidates  for  the  ministry  under  charge  of  some  Presbytery  are 
not  required  to  pay  tuition. 

Besides  this  bill,  the  student  furnishes,  on  entrance,  his  own  bed, 
bedding,  and  room  furniture,  an  expense  which  may  be  reduced  to  a 
trifle  by  bringing  bed  and  bedding  from  home,  or  by  purchasing  fur- 
niture when  joining,  and  selling  it  when  leaving  college.  Wood  is 
furnished  at  $2  per  cord  ;  lights  at  the  usual  market  prices.  Wash- 
ing is  done  at  $1  to  $1.50  per  month.  New  books  may  be  obtained  at 
New  York  retail  prices,  but  second-hand  ones  can  often  be  had  at  a 
price  greatly  reduced.  The  whole  ordinary  expense  for  a  term  is  esti- 
mated at  $75.00  or  $80.00.  In  regard  to  clothing,  and  what  is  com- 
monly called  pocket  money,  no  general  estimate  can  be  made.  Parents 
and  guardians  are  earnestly  requested  not  to  furnish  more  than  is 
necessary  for  the  ordinary  expenses,  as  anything  beyond  this  will  not 
contribute  either  to  the  respectability  or  happiness  of  the  students.
